Who says country is laid back and low? 

This show definitely wasn't.

In a cave often shrouded by curtains, 
McEntire’s band was set beneath an upper 
Stage accessed by an elevator on one side 
and stairs on the other. 

Following opening acts Rhett Akins and 
Tracy Byrd, McEntire’s appearance started 
with her video-hit Fancy. 

One minute she was on screen, riding in a 
taxi, and the next the headlights of that 
looming yellow cab shone ominously from 
the smoky stage. 

Wearing a 1940s fur coat, McEntire 
stepped out of the car and into the light. 

Belting out the defiant tale of a white 
trash girl who vowed to “become a lady 
someday,” McEntire dropped the coat, let 
her hair down and carried on in that long 


red dress split clean up to her hip. 

The fiery redhead proved she was no shy 
country bumpkin either when she slipped 
into a silhouette box to slowly change into 
something — hmmm — more comfortable? 


Fair maiden 


Singing They’re Gonna Put Me In The 
Movies, McEntire portrayed every role from 
a gun-slinging Annie Oakley to a Viking. 

Like a fair maiden waiting for her prince, 
McEntire, decked out in a medieval gown, 
strung out a tearjerker about an AIDS victim 
whose life was swept away by a tall, dark, 
handsome stranger. 

She Thinks His Name Was John was not 
your typical country song. 

But McEntire isn’t your typical country 
singer. 

Teamed up with Linda Davis in Does He 
Love You? the two were projected over the 
crowd on a swing-stage. 

The former barrel racer brought 
Broadway to the barn so to speak. 

She said as a child, while sitting on a 
horse at her parents’ Oklahoma ranch, her 
overactive imagination took her to centre 
stage with heroines Sophia Loren and 
Barbara Stanwyck. 

Singing in clubs since she was 13, 
McEntire has really moved up. 

As for the “who’s he?” status of rookie act 
Rhett Akins, it probably won’t change too 


quickly despite his smooth voice. 

Except among the female portion of co:

After 10 years, the ‘other’ Jackson

JANET JACKSON - Design of 
a Decade (A&M) — It seems 
after Michael Jackson's much bal- 
lyhooed HiSTORY, his younger 
sister Janet has come out with 
HerSTORY, right down to the 
accolades listed in the CD booklet. 


Janet's album labelled Design of 


a Decade is just that — a design.

JAMES KEELAGHAN - A 
Recent Future (Green Linnet) - 
James Keelaghan has come 
through yet again with an album 
which is not too fast and not too 
slow.

JOHN HIATT — Walk On 
(EMI) — This is a weird album. 
At first I thought it was blues, then 
country, then country/blues, then 
rock.

gestive lyrics. 

In the title track, Byrnes also 
appears to have fallen victim to 
the unplugged bug that claimed 
Eric Clapton and other pop stars 
in recent years.

Both Byrnes and his band, par

It brought me to the point of nausea, when 
defence lawyer John Rosen publicly whined 
about the lack of sufficient public funding to 
defend his client. If I were a woman and I 
came close to this individual, I'm sure my 
skin would crawl. 

The Crown will rely heavily on the evi- 
dence provided by the psychiatric profes- 
sion, both for and against Bernardo’s entry 
into the Canadian hall of infamy, as a “dan- 
gerous offender.”

angel, and no stranger to drugs or alcohol. 
Her criminal record includes prostitution, 
break and entry, violence and uttering 
threats. This young woman grew up on the 
streets, where survival often depends on 
physically defending yourself. On the drag, 
talking and acting tough can sometimes be 
used to bluff your way out of a threatening 
situation. It’s a hell of a way to live and I’m 
not promoting or defending it, I’m simply 
stating a fact. 

Lisa’s background is not too different from 
the countless thousands in inner cities all 
over the world. Chronology makes her an 
adult, but consider the physical, sexual and 
emotional abuse she has had to endure at 
the hands of the johns and others who 
should have been caregivers but failed her. 
Ask yourself, how much respect would you 


have for people, or a system, that repeatedly . 


offended you? Again, it’s not uncommon for 
victims to use drugs and alcoho! to kill the 
pain or dull the reality of daily living. This is 
not to hard for me to understand. 

Lisa’s pimp, Richard Jacobson, beat her 
and she laid a complaint against him with 
the police. In January 1993, when Jacobson 
was tried for the assault, his lawyer was 
Sterling Sanderman. Jacobson was convict- 
ed, but Sanderman’s cross-examination of 


incumbent dies, retires, 








Lisa left her upset. After admitting herself to 
Alberta Hospital; Lisa threatened to kill 
Sanderman and his children; big mistake 
This is the whole crux of her now being a 
dangerous offender, and incarcerated indefi- 
nitely. 

Clifford Olsen raped and killed 11 chil- 
dren. Takahashi raped over 120 women and 
managed to get paroled after only four years 
(that averages 12 days for each rape). Why 
are they not dangerous offenders? 
Lightweights like this don’t hold a candle to 
Lisa Neve, I guess. It will be interesting to 
watch the latest contender, meek and mild- 
mannered Bernardo. I wonder if the key 
rests in not threatening a lawyer? 

An excellent article by Wayne N. Renke, 
from the faculty of law at the University of 
Alberta, appeared in Alberta Law Review 
(Vol. XXXII, No. 3 1995). This case comment 
gives the criteria used to determine who 
qualifies as a dangerous offender. It also cov- 
ers the psychiatric parameters that are used 
to determine who are the psychopaths in our 
midst. After reading this, I couldn’t help but 
think there should be mandatory annual test- 
ing for politicians and lawyers. Get a copy 
and see what you think.

But there are some sad faces in our city this week. Amie 
Cohen and Tahnis Cunningham, both 13, are just two of the 
many young people who got involved in the civic election. 

And what (or who) was the object of their attention? You 
guessed it: Brad (Big Eyes) Checknita, a candidate who sur- 
prised the city and himself with more than 10,000 votes. 
(How do you feel Lance?) Amie, Tahnis and a lot of other 
youths respect Brad for running, even though he “knew he 
wouldn’t-win”. 

“He's younger so he has a different viewpoint, and I think 
that’s important,” says Tahnis. 

Amie adds that she feels older candidates “seem fake and

Nick Dobson meshes a labor of love with spiritual growth

ick Dobson’s contemplative 
i nature shows in his solo-exhi- 
bition, Articles of Faith. 

Lino prints and sculptures res- 
onate with echoes from the meta- 
physical depths of Ecclesiastes. 
This timeless text, harboring deep 
truths for people of many persua- 
sions, has been a polestar in 
Dobson’s quest to explore the 
theme of work. 

Two important life experiences 
seem to have prepared Dobson for 
his artistic enterprise: his profes- 
sional training, which enabled him 
to become a licensed journeyman 


boilermaker, and his graduate. 


studies in fine art. He received his 
master of fine arts degree in print- 
making from the University of Cal- 
gary in 1994, before pursuing post- 
graduate studies at the Royal 
Academy in London, England. 

But several years as a journey- 
man taught him that “the guys on 
the job” often were as creative as 
artists, especially in solving unan- 
ticipated problems. In many ways, 
Dobson’s training as a journeyman 
shaped his formation as an artist. 

It is, therefore, no accident that 
Dobson has sought to combine 
these seemingly paradoxical activi- 
ties — his practical work as a boil- 
ermaker and his esthetic work as 
an artist — in both endeavors, 
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Articles of Faith 


integrating work with the mind 
and the hands. With discipline and 
imagination, he has endowed his 
recent sculptures and prints with 
his well-developed work ethic and 
humor. 

No doubt, Dobson’s conviction 
of the significance of Ecclesiastes 
enables him to transform the expe- 
rience of his peers’ ethics into a 
metaphysical art integrating wit 
and wisdom. I must stress that his 
art is not proffered as a mere illus- 
tration of a biblical text. Take for 
instance the two centrepieces of 
the show: Excavation/Construct- 
ion and Suspension, both three- 
dimensional installations. 

The four cranes of 
Excavation/Construction loom 
tall over the central floor of the 
gallery. They are placed in a pre- 
cise format, marking on the 
ground the four corners of an 
imaginary square. These giant 
machines, usually dwarfed on top 
of large construction projects, are 
made here from small, steel rods 
welded into a delicate, grid-like 
pattern. Two cranes, diagonally 
opposite, hoist a piece of an old 
telephone pole: discarded wood 
which once functioned as an 
essential part of a telecommunica- 
tion system and prior to that was a 
living tree. These two pieces of 
wood, like the cranes, are ordinary 








things; so common that no one 
normally thinks twice about them. 
But, in the gallery setting, this 
installation with its title Excava- 
tion/Construction is more than a 
banal representation of a construc- 
tion site. 

Walking between Dobson’s 
cranes, one notices that one piece 
of wood hangs vertical while the 
other is horizontal. Guided by the 
title Excavation/Construction, the 
viewer is encouraged to read these 
seemingly common objects less lit- 
erally. The confirmation of the 
sculpture invites a reading beyond 
a mere registration of facts: 
cranes, hoists, telephone, pole, 
wood, dead, life. The viewer's per- 
sonal “excavation” generates a 
mental response which imagina- 
tively re-constructs those com- 
monplace references into a 
metaphoric reading centring on 
the theme of the cross. The title of 
this sculpture announces that 
Dobson’s ordinary objects func- 
tion as signs which allude to a spir- 
itual meaning. For some, it may 
allude to the cross one has to bear 
in life. For others, it may refer to 
the absence in the centre between 
the two suspended pieces of 
wood. 

Suspension is equally subtle in 
its evocative content. This piece 
consists of a single crane, hoisting 
a ball-shaped net with a tangle of 
roots poking in all directions 
through its wide mesh. Although 
this sculpture leoks a bit like a 
wrecker’s ball ready to swing into 
action, the spiritual metaphor 
found in Excavation/Construction 
and the title of this piece, Sus- 
pension encourages the viewer to 
wonder what this evil-looking net 
might hold. Is it a crown of thorns? 
A heart of snares and nets? Dob- 
son's meaning is not caught in a 
closed circuit. He inspires the 
viewer's mind to generate multiple 
meanings. 

Essentially, he invites the spec- 
tator to discover in purely objec- 
tive reality, subjective spiritual 
insights. In one’s thoughts new 
meanings are re-created, re-con- 
structed in multiple layers. 

This shift from a literal to a 
metaphorical reading of Dobson’s 
sculptures is also evident in the 
lino prints. These distinctly graph- 
ic images of strong whites and 
blacks show a preference for 
slightly decorative compositions 
with swirling motions. 

The main image in Drop Forged, 
for instance, is a steel wrench, 
whirling like a wind from the top 
of the print down to the bottom. In 
its twisting course through the 
deep pictorial space, it leaves a 
shimmering wake of droplets. This 
wrench is about to drop on neat 
rows of un

these aim to give credit to the toils 
of those work daily with their 
hands and who, according to the 
artist, engage on the job in similar 
word plays. Ecclesiastical refer- 
ences are literally depicted in the 
print titled Made Crooked, in 
which a closeup view of numerous 
crooked screws are waiting for the 
imminent action of a screwdriver 
hovering above them. The Sun 
Rises is a large lino print infused 
with a blaze of light; while Hand- 
ful of Quietness reminds the spec- 
tator of the biblical expression 
“Better is a handful with quiet, 
than two handfuls with tool.” (Ecce. 
4:6). 

Although Dobson's prints are 
inspired by scriptural text, in my 
view, the work does not preach, 
nor does it pursue a single narra- 
tive reading. Instead, the sculp- 
tures and prints in Articles of 
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Exhibit raises heat

he 40 Degree Celsius art exhibit has 
stirred up heat. 

But last Saturday, members of the arts 
community discussed whether or not the 
artist-run show would cool down or contin- 
ue to spread its warmth. 

A panel discussion at Commerce Place 
hosted by Aggregate, the board that orga- 
nized the show, questioned the future. 

The newly formed arts board set up the 
show in reaction to Edmonton's lack of 
venues for contemporary art produced by 
local artists. 

Was a point proven? Aggregate opened 
the floor. 

“In most situations I think this is detri- 
mental .. . people don’t know about the 
diversity of art within this community,” said 
Blair Brennan, one of the show’s curators. 

He gave an example of his own experi- 
ence dealing with the typical reaction 
Edmonton artists get from those outside the 
community. 

“You're from Edmonton?’ Yes. ‘And you 
make this kind of art?‘ Yes,” recollected 
Brennan of his discussion with someone 
from Calgary. 

“To have a curator come into my studio 
and be surprised that I’m not painting a 
trowel is a bit disheartening,” he said. 

' Jeffrey Black, who also curated the exhib- 
it said this show has successfully provided 
an alternative for artists. 

“From here my fear is that Aggregate will 
lose sight . . . if this show is proposed for 
next year,” he said. “The point has been 

2 made. I hope this show is a ‘Step to dealing

“Tm not trying to make a prescriptive sug- 
gestion about what should be done next 
year,” said Black. 








Instead, he said he just wanted to raise 
caution. “Try to avoid the quasi-institutional 
Status that could set in.” 

But Jetske Sybesma, who was both a 
panel member and contributing artist to 40 
Degrees Celsius, said that may be unavoid 
able. 

“I think any arts organization is an institu 
tion whether you want it to be or not,” said 
the University of Alberta art history profes- 
sor. 

When members from the audience ques 
tioned Aggregate’s structure, 
Allen Ball said there is none. 

“If you have administration, your life as a 
creative being is over,” said Ball, adding 
there are no membership fees and the board 
is open to change. 

Discussion about the show's future 
brought up questions local artists need to 
ask themselves. 

“Is this the new old-boys-club?” 
Brennan. 

Panel member Bruce Grenville, senior 
curator at the Edmonton Art Gallery agreed. 

“This show could just as easily be at the 
Edmonton Art Gallery or Latitude,” he said. 
“What are we doing? How are we acting? Is 
this going to get us where we want to be?” 

Grenville gave examples of alternative 
venues used by artists in other cities. 

These ranged from billboards and shop- 
ping centres to adopting a “parasitic pres- 
ence” within other galleries and institutions. 

While the discussion frequently addressed 
the need to establish Edmonton's art identi- 
ty, one member of the audience suggested 
bringing people to the art instead of art to 
the people. Calgary was used as an exam- 
ple.Load ’em up on a bus and bring them to 
the show. 

The ideas are there but what happens can 
change with the stroke of a brush. 

“It’s fine if a group like Aggregate dis- 
solves in a year or two,” said board member 
Richard Tosczak. “.. .but I do think it’s 
good that it is getting the blood flowing.” @

Simpatico full of tension

Gifted are the actors who can maintain the brood- 
ing intensity of playwright Sam Shepard’s dark vision 
and still inject cutting humor into the words. 

These are only a few of the accolades deserved by 
the Phoenix Theatre’s production of Simpatico, play- 
ing now at the Kaasa Theatre. It is a brutally haunting 
production From the moment deluded, down-and-out 
Vinnie (Andrew Rhodes) and his slick, well-heeled 
cohort Carter (John Wright) meet, the tension that 
permeates the entire production is palpable. 

The crime these two committed against an innocent 
man 15 years before infiltrates the air like a bad bour- 
bon hangover. Desperate brooding Vinnie, who claims 
he is already dead, wants to come clean in order to 
live again. Carter, nervous, explosive and cajoling, 
wants to leave his unsavory past alone. 

We watch Wright barely contain his frustration and 
fear as Rhodes, who holds incriminating evidence, 
rambles on about a slighted girlfriend who reminds 
him of “a dog caught in a headlight”, Lv erephapeadl 


this poignant comic drama. 

The stage is grass-covered. Grass laid in 
careful terraces across and up the McLab 
stage becomes a garden, a meadow, a hill 
from which, on a clear day, you can watch 
the sea. But the edges of the grass, where a 
small living space takes over centre stage, is 
faded and yellowed. 

Da is a play about memory. It’s about 
memories fading in and out of focus and 
about the relationship of a young man 
Charlie to his parents Ma and Da. In the cen- 
tre of the stage, on the bare earth at the 
faded edge of the grass is the family home 
where memories — both good and bad — 
are strongest. 

Like the grass upon which the action is 
played, the Irish in the play is also a little bit 
faded, a wee bit yellow around the edges 
and although it’s easy to get lost in the poet- 
ic language of the playwright and the action 
of a strong cast, occasionally there is a 
sense of cloying Irish sentimentality. 

In the opening scene, when Charlie Tynan 
(Jeff Haslam) meets his childhood chum 
Oliver (Kevin Tokarsky) in the kitchen of 
his family home just after his father’s funer- 
al, there is a struggle as these two actors 
attempt to find the lilting cadence of the 
Irish. While the idiom is exact, the accents 
seem strained to the point that emotional 
truth is blurred and meaning lost. 

Because so much of this play is language, 
the voice of each character must ring true to 
avoid sentimentality. Although clumsy in the 
beginning, the show escalates as these voic- 
es are established and the audience can 
relax and open themselves up with Charlie 
to the deeper meaning of love, shame and 
ultimate acceptance of the past. 

The strength of actor Leon Pownall as

Nick Tynan, Charlie’s Da, is evidenced in his 
mastery of both language and characteriza- 
tion. His ghostly entrance solidifies the 
action and lends a stable and controlled 
note to the voices of the other character. 

Playful and bewildered in turn, Pownall 
presents a father of emotional depth guided 
by a strong sense of simple pleasures and 
the ability to have fun. 

Despite condemnation from his family for 
laboring humbly and gratefully in a garden 
for 54 years, Da is able to exclaim at the 
play’s end “I've enjoyed myself.” This is Da’s 
final testimony to Charlie who seems to 
enjoy very little of his life. 

Haslam, as middle-aged Charlie, carries 
much of the emotional weight of the play as 
he swings between regret, anger and frustra- 
tion as the ghost of Da dances through his 
mind. And Da is seldom unaccompanied in 
this memory dance. 

Haslam’s talents as an actor prove potent 
as he establishes different emotional rela- 
tionships his parents, his former employer, 
the ascorbic Mr. Drumm (Michael Moir) and 
his younger self (Jason Joel Thompson). 

A hilarious exchange takes place between 
Haslam and Thompson when young Charlie 
criticizes his older self as being “a bit ordi- 
nary.” It’s one of many moments of levity in 
a play that is ultimately deep and contem- 
plative. 

Veteran actress Frances Hyland adds con- 
siderable weight to the family dynamic in 
her unflinching role as Ma, the stalwart 
matriarch of the Tynan clan. 

With Pownall, they are the bookends of 
his play, not only as the mother and father 
between which the family churns, but as 
great actors who give this production the

Apart from the fact the directors’ 
last names rhyme, it is an odd pair- 
ing indeed. 

Faster, Pussycat! Kill! Kill! is 
like a 1965 version of Thelma and 
Louise, only there are three 
women, and they all have really 
large breasts. Anyone who is up on 
the work of director Russ Meyer 
will know he is renowned for his 
fixation on women with big boobs. 
In this film, the buxotic beauties 
are go-go dancers with the names 
Varla, Rosie and Billie. Led by Varla 
(played by Tura Sutana), they drive 
their sports cars out into the desert, 
then proceed to seduce, beat up 
and/or murder several men. They 
also kidnap a young girl. And, just 
in case it sounds like there’s no 
story, there is ... most of the film 
surrounds the anti-heroines’ 
attempts to steal an alleged fortune 
from a woman-hating old man. 

The big drawing card of Faster, 
Pussycat! Kill! Kill! is that it’s 
extremely campy. Varla and Billie 
in particular are the source of some 
corny but great one-liners. 
However aie is also a story of 
exploited women fighting back 
against their male oppressors, using 
sex as a weapon. Heck, a voice- 
over at the beginning even says so.

The satirist holds a magnifying 
glass up to life’s absurdities and 








The film is also interesting in that 
viewers will find themselves simul 
taneously rooting for and against 
the three women. 

The second feature, Vampyr, is 
quite different. Directed by Carl 
Theodore Drayer in 1932, is based 
on Sheridan Le Fanu's story 
Carmilla, The main character is a 
traveller, David Gray, who spends 
the night at a remote and eerie 
countryside inn. Inadvertently, he 
becomes involved in the struggle to 
keep a local girl from succumbing 
to the curse of a vampire. 

Moviegoers expecting an early 
German version of The Lost Boys 
might be disappointed, however. 
This is a creepy movie, but it’s so 
because of its spooky atmosphere, 
not the characters’ actions. In fact, 
the vampire herself only appears 
on-screen a few times. Vampyr is 
perhaps more appealing to film 
buffs than horror fans, because of 
its impressionistic visuals. Not 
good merely “for their time”, there 
are examples of cinematography, 
lighting and editing still considered 
snazzy (and copied) today. 

If you're able to shift easily from 
busty wackiness to artsy intensity, 
Faster, Pussycat! Kill! Kill! and 
Vampyr are a Halloween treat far 
sweeter than a candy apple, and 
less sticky to boot.

Too bad a protracted finale squan- 
ders our good will. With a little 
efficiency, this one could have 
become a nasty treat. 

THE USUAL SUSPECTS (R) 
— How complicated can a movie 
get — and still be fun? If you’re 
interested in the answer to that 
question, try this amazingly tan- 
gled thriller with terrific perfor- 
mances from Kevin Spacey, 
Stephen Baldwin, Gabriel Byrne, 
Benicio Del Toro and Kevin 
Pollack. They play a group of 
hoodlums whose story is told in a 
twisted flashback by Spacey’s 
character, a crippled criminal 
who's being interrogated by a cou- 
ple of cops (Chazz Palminteri and 
Darn Hedaya).

a film-noir tone that puts Suspects 
into the plus category, especially 
for those who enjoy Quentin 
Tarantino-style movies — down 
and plenty dirty. 

DANGEROUS MINDS (R) — 
Michelle Pfeiffer seems miscast in 
a schoolroom drama that turns 
every page in a book of cliches 
that began with Black Board 
Jungle and continued through 
Stand and Deliver. Based on a 
book by LouAnne Johnson (My 
Posse Don’t Do Homework), 
Minds revolves around a standard 
big-screen proposition: an imagi- 
native teacher can reach even the 
most recalcitrant of students. Too 
bad, the movie makes so little 
attempt to define problems 
beyond the classroom. 

DEAD PRESIDENTS (R) — 
An ambitious second movie from 
the Hughes brothers — Allen and 
Albert. The brothers follow their 
mesmerizing Menace IT Agoiety

intermittently successful at creat- 
ing the kind of gut-wrencher they 
surely must have wanted. 

DEVIL IN A BLUE DRESS 
(M) — Denzel Washington may 
have found a signature role in this 
smoky, atmospheric adaptation of 
Walter Mosley’s novel about a 
reluctant private detective. Wash- 
ington portrays Easy Rawlins, a 
man hired to look for a mysterious 
woman (Jennifer Beals) who fre- 
quents L.A.’s black club scene. 
Beals is a bit off the mark, but 
watch out for a show-stopping per- 
formance from Don Cheadle, who 
plays Easy’s buddy Mouse, a killer 
with a matter-of-fact attitude. 
Directed by Carl Franklin without 
as much edge as the director's One 
False Move, but with plenty of sat- 
isfaction. 

HOW TO MAKE AN AMERI- 
CAN QUILT (PG) — A variety of 
yarns spun from a woman’s point 
of view. Not a bad idea, but the 
overall effect is drippy, and the 
stories don’t dig deep enough. 
Winona Ryder plays a graduate 
student visiting her grandmother 
(Ellen Burstyn). During her stay, 
she hears stories from a variety of 
women who participate in a quilt- 
ing circle: Anne Bancroft, Kate 
Nelligan, Maya Angelou, Jean 
Simmons and Lois Smith help 
stitch this one together, but the 
movie remains slim and anecdotal. 

JADE (R) — During the course 
of this erotic thriller, David 
Caruso's character — a San Fran- 
cisco assistant district attorney — 
engages in some startling action, 
including a car chase that would 
have made Steve McQueen’s Bul- 
litt character nauseous.

SHOWGIRLS (R) — It’s not 
the first time nudity has been used 
to conceal something — in this 
case a very bad movie. Showgirls 
tries to get by on naked breasts, 
women in G-strings and undis- 
guised voyeurism. Otherwise, this 
one’s a $40-million con-job with 
scenes that play like bad jokes. 
Nomi Malone (Elizabeth Berkley) 
arrives in Las Vegas, where she 
learns the sleazy ropes that lead to 
showgirl stardom. The acting is 
ferociously bad; so is the dialogue. 
Writer Joe Eszterhas and director 
Paul Verhoeven fail to provide 
even trashy levels of fun. The only 
charge associated with this movie 
is the one you'll pay to get in. 

STRANGE DAYS (R) — Dir- 
ector Kathyrn Bigelow sets her 
movie in the near future and builds 
it around an intriguing concept: 
People get hooked on virtual-reali- 
ty, slipping electrodes onto their 
heads and immersing themselves 
in other people’s experiences. 
Ralph Fiennes plays a dealer who 
pedals disks that provide all man- 
ner of kicks. But the story that 
emerges from all this is hackneyed 
and the movie is pitched at such a 
high and loud level it gives you a 
headache.
